G EN ER AL RIOS 


P riicxt* to HI* G overnm ent A gain st 
O ne o f G eneral Otis* Order*. 
Madrid, March 14.—General Kiwi, the 
Spanish commander in the Philippines, 
in an official dispatch, acquainting the 
government with the fact that Major 
General Otis has stepped the negotia­ 
tions for the release of the Spanish pris­ 
oners in the hands of the rebels, says: 
“I protest in the name of humanity 
and believe the time has arrived to ap­ 
peal through the consuls to the good 
offices of the powers.” 
The disjateh says also: “I am told 
that the Filipinos are at war with the 
Americans and that the prisoners cannot 
be ransomed for money as that would 
improve the position of the insurgents. 
In view of my situation between tho 
Americans and the Filipinos I await the 
orders of the government.” 
A copy of the dispatch was sent im­ 
mediately to Senor Silvela, the premier, 
who had a long conference with General 
Polavieja, minister of war. 
Both admit 
the gravity of the situation, and the dis­ 
patch will be submitted to the cabinet 
council today. 
The government is perplexed at see­ 
ing no clear solution of the difficulty. 
At the ministery of war last evening it 
was (said tliat no reply would be sent to 
General Bios, pending the cabinet’s de­ 
cision. 
The plan of negotiating with

Havana, March 14.—Should a portion 
of the Cuban army support the military 
assembly In rejecting the Gomez-Porter 
agreement and in refusing to disband 
without a larger sum than 13,000,000, 
forcible disarmament, in the opinion of 
Americans well qualified to judge, would 
follow. 
This is the only grave fact In 
an otherwise entertaining sequence of 
incidents. 
The United States is completely com­ 
mitted to tho arrangement made by 
Robert P. Porter, President McKinley’s 
special representative,
